Blaine’s Yiews of the Duty Imposed 


on Flour in Coba. 


BITER AND HARBOR ESTIMATES. 


Order* of Respect to the Memory 
of the Late General John

AMERICAN FLOUR. 


Secretary Blaine Writes a Letter Con­ 
cerning the Duty Imposed by Spain. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 14th.—Senator Frye 
to-day received a letter from Secretary 
Blaine in which the latter calls attention 
to the prospective duties imposed by Spain 
upon American flour entering Cuba. These 
make the cost in the Cnban market at 
least $11 46 per barrel, counting the ship­ 
ping price in New York at $4 80 per barrel. 
Other articles of American growth are 
likewise taxed by Spain to the point of 
prohibition. 
This one-sided commerce, says Secretary 
Blaine, will seriously injure the shipping 
romes which are still in American hands, 
largely, if not exclusively. 
It would cer­ 
tainly be a very extraordinary policy on 
thepait of our Government, just at this 
time, to open our market without a charge 
of duty to the enormous crops of sugar 
raised in the two Spanish islands. 
Cuba and Port Rica furnishes the United 
States with nearly, or quite one-half, of the 
sugar we consume, and we are a far larger 
consumer than any other nation in the 
world. 
To give a free market to this im ­ 
mense product of the Spanish plantations, 
at a moment when Spain is excluding the 
prodncts of American farms from her 
market, would be a policy as unprecedented 
as it would be uuwise. 
Our trade with the American Republics, 
as well as with the West India Islands, 
has been for many years in the most un­ 
satisfactory 
condition. 
The 
aggregate 
balance of trade with all the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries is heavily against the United 
States. 
A single illustration will suffice. Since 
we repealed the duty on coffee, in 1872, we 
have imported the produets of Brazil to 
the extent of $831,806,000, and have sold to 
her only $156,135,000; a difference of $044,­ 
671,000. We have paid this in gold, or its 
equivalent, and Brazil has expended this 
vust sum in the markets of Europe. You 
can readily see how different the results 
would have been in return for the free ad­ 
mission of Brazilian coffee in onr markets. 
We should have exacted the free admis­ 
sion of certain products of the United 
States in the Brazilian market. To repeat 
this error with sugar (to an amount three 
times as large as with coffee) will close all 
opportunity to establish a reciprocity of 
trsde with the Latin-Americas. 
The charge against the protective policy, 
which has injured it most, is that its bene­ 
fits go wholly to the manufacturers and 
capitalists, and not at all to the farmer. You 
and I well know this is not true, but still it 
is most plausible, and therefore argued 
by the free trader. Here is an opportunity 
where the farmer can be benefited—pri­ 
marily, undeniably, richly benefited. Here 
is an opportunity for a Republican Con­ 
gress to open a market of 40,000,000 people 
to tue products of American farmers. Shall 
we seize the opportunity or shall we throw 
it away ? 
I do not doubt that in many respects the 
tariff bill pending in the Senate is a just 
measure, and that most of its provisions are 
in accordance with a wise policy of protec­ 
tion. But there is not a section or line in 
the entire bill that will open the market 
for another bushel of wheat or another 
barrel of pork, if sugar is placed on the 
free list. 
W ithout exacting important 
trade concessions in return, we shall close 
the door for reciprocity against ourselves. 
I think you will find some valuable hints 
on this subject in the President’s brief 
message of June 19th, with as mnch practi­ 
cal wisdom as was ever stated in so short a 
space. 
Our foreign market for breadstuffs 
grows narrower. Great Britain is exerting 
every nerve to secure her bread supplies 
from India, and the rapid expansion of 
the wheat area in Russia gives us powerful 
competition in the markets of Europe. 
It becomes us, therefore, to use every op­ 
portunity for the extension of our markets 
on both of the American continents. With 
nearly $100,000,000 worth of sugar seeking 
our market every year, we shall prove our­ 
selves most unskilled legislators if we do 
not secure a large field for the sale and 
consumption of our breadstuffs and provis­ 
ions. 
The late conference of the American re­ 
publics proved the existence of a common 
desire for closer relations. Our Congress 
should take up the work where the Inter­ 
national Conference left it. Our commer­ 
cial development and progress lies south 
of us. 


A R ID 
LA N D . 


A C om p any F o rm ed to T ak e Up L arge 
T racts. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 14th —To-night the 
California Associated Press correspondent 
learned of a gigantic scheme, involving 
millions of dollars of capital, to be in­ 
vested in arid lands of the Western States. 
The correspondent obtained information 
from a most reliable source, and there can 
be no doubt but that in two or three days, 
or a week at the farthest, an Anglo-Amer­ 
ican Company will be formed, with a capi­ 
tal of $25,000,000, for the purpose of in­ 
vesting in railwayp, canals and other en­ 
terprises calculated to develop the arid 
land region. 
It will be virtually an American con­ 
struction company, which proposes to bind 
itself to the construction of irrigation 
works, such as are now provided for in 
several of the California districts. It will 
take and place bonds for issuance. The 
organizer is a Western man, well-known 
on the Pacific coast. The company will 
engage the services of one ot the most 
prominent hydraulic engineers 
in 
the 
country. It also expects to secure the serv­ 
ices of economists and writers to educate 
the business world and encourage invest­ 
ments in irrigation 
enterprises on the 
American side. Three of the best-known 
private and national banks in New York 
city are enlisted in the enterprise. 
The financial manager of the proposed 
company recently made a trip to California 
and while there consulted with the mana­ 
gers of the great irrigating works in San 
Bernardino county. He visited Bakers­ 
field, Modesto, Fresno and Merced, and 
among others had a long interview with 
Mr. W right, author of the present district 
irrigation laws. The company’s agenta are 
now in Dakota examining artesian wella 
and basins with a view of seeing how they 
can be utilized in irrigation. 
” 
The general offices of the company will 
be in London, New York and 8an Fran­ 
cisco. 
The Associated Press is informed that 
the company seriously expects to. and will 
take hold of, the subject of reclamation of 
arid lands in California, western Nevada, 
southern Arizona and elsewhere, and the 
correspondent has been furnished with a 
list of officers of the company, but is not 
at liberty to publish them at present, but 
in a few days the pubfic will be fu lly ap­

TO LIMIT DEBATE. 


The Republican Caucus Agrees Upon a 
New Rule. 
W ashington, July 14th.—At a confer­ 
ence of the Republican Senators to-night 
twenty-nine members were present, to 
consider a rule to be reported by ibe com­ 
mittee to limit debate. The rule was dis­ 
cussed thoroughly for two hours and a 
half, and reports say an agreement was 
arrived at. 
The strictest secresy is ob­ 
served, however, respecting the terms of 
the rule, and various versions are current. 
One of the most largely accepted is that 
after a proposition has been debated for 
three or four days, it shall be in order for 
any Senator to move that debate thereon 
be lim ited; that the motion shall be put 
without debate, and if adopted, debate 
shall cease at the end of six days there­ 
after. 
It is understood that almost every one 
present was in favor of the adoption of this 
method of limiting debate. 
Chairman Platt says the rule has been 
recommitted to the committee. 
Another 
Senator says the rule has been practically 
adopted. Its recommittal is due to a dis­ 
position on the part of the majority to 
postpone patting it into operation until a 
necessity arises for it. The intention of 
the Republican Senators, he said, to con­ 
sider the election bill is settled, and if Dec- 
essary the new rule will be applied to the 
tariff bill.

S t . H e l e n a , July 14th.—Last Saturday 
a man giving the name of Tom Collins 
came to town, driving a handsome span of 
horses attached to a light top buggy, and 
interviewed several citizens trying to sell 
the outfit. He remained in the neighbor­ 
hood over Sunday, and this morning, hav­ 
ing failed to sell the rig, started down the 
valley. At noon Deputy Sheriff Charles 
Howard received word from Sheriff Mc­ 
Kenzie that the team and buggy were 
stolen property, and instructing him to ar­ 
rest the thief. Howard at once started 
down the road, finding his man atT . H. 
Ink’s, three miles sonth of here, trying to 
sell tbe outfit to Mr. Ink. 
The Deputy 8heriff drove up and called 
on the man to surrender. The fellow 
jumped from the buggy and started to run, 
with a shotgun in his hand. Howard 
called to him to stop or he would shoot. 
Instea of doing so, the thief wheeled 
around and fired at Howard, missing him. 
He continued to m n, and Howard, Ink 
and Charles Mooney started in pursuit. 
Collins being closely pressed, left the road 
and ran into a vineyard. Howard again 
called to him to halt, and then fired at 
him, hitting him in the ankle. 
Collins, thus wounded, made slow pro­ 
gress, and when Howard was within fifteen 
feet of him turned and discharged the re­ 
maining barrel of his shotgun full at 
Howard’s breast, filling him with heavy 
bird-shot and lacerating one hand. 
Though 
fearfully 
wounded, Howard 
closed in on his man, knocked him down 
with his pistol and handcuffed him, and a 
moment later, when the rest of the party 
came np, he was found lying across the 
thief's body, weak from the loss of blood. 
Moonev and Ink brought the two men to 
town. Howard was taken to his home, 
and is receiving every medical attention, 
while Collins was lodged in jail. Later 
Sheriff McKenzie drove up from Napa and 
took the prisoner to the county seat, fear­ 
ing that he might be lynched if Howard's 
wounds proved tatal. 
The thief is a hard character, and stole 
the rig from Fortier’s stables, at Red 
Bluff. Howard's wounds are very serious, 
and it is feared will result fatally. 


T H E E N G IN E E R ’S STA TEM EN T. 


C oroner’s In q u est O ver th e B o d ies o f th e 
Ill-F a te d P ic n ick er s. 


Co l m a , July 14th.—Coroner James Crowe 
commenced an inquest at Holy Cross Ceme­ 
tery this afternoon in the cases of the ill- 
fated picnickers who were killed yesterday at 
Baden Station. 
The first witness examined was D. C. 
Cornwall, the engineer of the train. He 
testified that he was about on time when 
he was nearing Baden. He shut off the 
steam when he was about 200 rods away 
from the station and blew the whistle. 
The bell was ringing when he neared the 
enemy. The fireman told him to stop just 
before reaching the crossing as a team was 
approaching, and then added: “No, they 
have 
stopped.” 
The next instant he 
shouted for him to stop, as the picnickers 
were going to attempt to cross. He put on 
the air brakes, and then saw that there w«s 
a team in front of the engine ten or fifteen 
feet away. 
The next minute the engine struck the 
team. 
When the train stopped there were 
four people on the engine, three dead and 
one alive. 
The team when approaching the cross­ 
ing was on the fireman’s side, and the engi­ 
neer could not see it. The train was run­ 
ning at about twenty or twenty-five miles 
an hour. When the fireman first spoke the 
engine was about sixty or seventy feet from 
the crossing. There are no obstructions 
to shut off the view of an approaching 
train. 
Cornwall was positive that the bell was 
ringing and that the whistle was blown be­ 
fore reaching the crossing. The engine 
struck the team about in the center, just 
back of the forward wheel. The wind was 
blowing heavily at the time, and Cornwall 
thought it might have prevented the oeople 
in the wagon hearing the bell. The train 
ran about five car-lengths after striking the 
wagon before it came to a standstill. 
Cornwall said in conclusion that the rate 
of speed he was running he could stop the 
train in about seventy-five yards. 


C A L IF O R N IA 
FR U ITS. 


A L arge E x c ess O ver L ast Y ear in th e 
S h ip m en ts. 


S a n 
F r a n c isc o , July 14th.—The fruit 
shipments this year are far in excess of 
those made last year. The excess is in the 
line of green fruit, however, the quantity 
of dried fruit being smaller now than a 
year ago. There are several reasons for 
these facts, chief among which is an ex­ 
ceeding shortness, if not an absolute failure 
of fruit crops east of Chicago and north of 
the southern line of Ohio. The pric.s ob­ 
tained have been much better so far, and 
through plentiful use of refrigerator cars 
shippers have been able to send large ship­ 
ments by freight, and so saved the double 
rates of the expedited service. Last year 
a very large quantity of fruit was dried 
here because of the light demand for green 
fruit in the East, and so the shipments of 
dried frmt were larger than of green. This 
year the reverse is the case, and prices have 
ranged from $3,000 to $5,000 per car of 
eleven tons. Another notable fact is that 
while in 1889 the bulk of the fruit went to 
Chicago, this year New York has taken at 
least one-half.

THE BATHS AGAIN. 


It is suggested by a correspondent of the 


R e c o r d -U n io n that if the swimming bath 
scheme takes the form of an organization, 
the stock, if issued in ten dollar shares, 
w ill in many cases be taken by those who 
w ill expend more than the par value of 
the stock in tickets for the bath the first 
year. 
That is altogether probable. 
It 
has in other cases proved true, that half 
the money needed to erect such a work has 
been advanced on tickets of admission. 
Still that is not a necessary consideration 
in the case in hand. 
It can be shown that 
the establishment will pay a good interest 
upon the investment as that does 
in 
Fresno and the bath in San Jose, and un­ 
der such a showing stock subscription 
would be made rapidly. 
Whatever any 
stockholder would agree to expend in 
tickets of admission the first year would 
6imply be assurance of income, hut of 
course that would he of value in encour­ 
aging the enterprise. 
Our suggestion is that those who feel an 
interest in the matter get together, organ­ 
ize, make estimates and receive bids to 
justify them, and then on the basis of the 
showing offer the stock. 
If not enough is 
taken to warrant the prosecution of the 
work, no harm will have been done, and 
no outlay made. 
But we feel confident 
that there would he ample subscription. 
As to location, the baths should he situ­ 
ated as nearly as possible to lines of con­ 
venient communication, and at the same 
time so near to the river that the cost of 
drawing the water would he reduced to 
the minimum. 
For that purpose a loca­ 
tion on the northwest would be suitable. 
The structure would be preferable if the 
tanks were of masonry and on the surface 
of the ground, hut would cost more than 
if sunken. 
They should be cement or 
asphalt lined, the latter being preferable 
and permitting the use of wooden walls. 
Architecturally the superstructure need 
not be costly. 
Very simple and light 
walls and roof only need be erected. 
Heating apparatus for one of the tanks 
would be essential in order to accommo­ 
date tastes. 
The steam, in part, used for 
water lifting, can be utilized for heating 
purposes. 
Another plan would be to locate the 
baths more centrally and secure the water 
supply from driven wells, as was done on 
K street some years'ago. 
In that case the 
lifting machinery would be lighter and 
the cost of filling the tanks much lessened, 
but the site for the baths would involve a 
larger outlay. 
On the whole the expense 
would be abont as great in one case as in 
the other. 
That Sacramento needs such 
baths as are under discussion is conceded 
on all hands. 
That they would be pat­ 
ronized to the extent of an average at­ 
tendance of eighty-three a day the year 
round seems to be assured. 
Such patron­ 
age would insure the income necessary to 
pay the invested capital fair reward, and 
regularly contribute to its replacement.

A BIT OF FOLLY PROPOSED. 


It is said that a wealthy Frenchman is 
about to erect on high ground overlooking 
Narragansett bay a feudal castle, in which 
he will play the feudal baron, surrounded 
by retainers and others wearing the titles of 
knights, esquires, pages, men-at-arms, etc. 
The castle will be turreted, pierced for 
archers after the style of the twelfth cen­ 
tury, with sallyports, postern, portcullis, 
battlements, keep and all the mediaeval 
specialties. The banquet hall will be like 
those in which feudal barons dined, with 
all their servants and vassals. 
H is estab­ 
lishment will contain troubadours for the 
revival of minstrelsy. 
The men-at-arms 
will be uniformed according to the style 
that prevailed during the time of Charles 
the Bold, the Burgundian costume being 
the most picturesque, according to Mr- 
Grammont’s thinking. 
It is an odd conceit, and if the crank 
wishes to indulge it, there can be no sort 
of objection. 
H e will be a laughing 
stock, and thus his foolish expenditure 
will serve some good purpose by tending 
to create merriment. 
But if he is going 
to play the feudal lord, it is to be hoped 
that he will do so to the full, that the peo­ 
ple of this age may see how much in ad­ 
vance of the past theirs is. 
W e shall ex­ 
pect Graminont's banqueting halls in his 
feudal castle to be as dirty as were those 
of old; the dogs to mess with the lords 
and ladies, the knights and the maids. 
We shall expect him, if he is true to his 
models, to make the bath abhorred in his 
castle, his servants lazy and impudent, 
and his knights drunken and smutty. 
His guests should eschew the use of knives 
and forks, and his men make napkins of 
their beards. 
There should be but dull- 
burning lard lamps to light his galleries, 
and flints and punk to displace matches. 
H is women should not be helpful, and 
labor should be esteemed dishonorable. 
In short, if Mr. Grammont proves true to 
the time he proposes to copy after, his 
castle and its occupants will become as 
drawing a curiosity as has ever been set 
up in this country. 


T h e Oakland Tribune is distressed that 
the R e c o r d -U n io n should express the 
common sentiments of humanity concern­ 
ing the Czar of Russia and the Bulgarian 
question, and intimates that the courage to 
■speak the truth in this journal concerning 
world important questions, “increases in 
the direct ratio of the square of the dis­ 
tance.” W e can pardon the Tribune's mild 
fling, since it enables it to say something 
with an air of wit, and thus break the 
monotony of its political disquisitions. 
But for the information of our amiable 
contemporary, let us inform it that in this 
day and age of the world the importance 
of questions that afiect humanity is not by 
journals of broad views and intelligence 
considered in relation to the geographical 
locality of the scene of action. 
The well 
informed reader is the one who reads 
papers having the capacity to inform him 
of social and political activities in many 
nations. 
It is understandable, however, 
that in Oakland the intellectual horizon 
may be so confined that there is no de­ 
mand for journalism of that order, and 
hence the Tribune may be filling a con­ 
genial field. 


T h e New York World spoke wittily 
when it said that the disposition to blow 
up the Czar of Russia with dynamite is a 
passion with some of his people, because 
they have not the opportunity to blow him 
up in the newspapers. 
But there is a vein 
of truth in the statement. 
The complain­ 
ings of the Russians who wish to compass 
the death of the Czar cannot be heard in 
the Russian press. 
But if they had the 
privilege of expressing themselves with 
some freedom in print, and of voicing their 
objections to the Czar’s policies through 
the columns of the newspapers of the day 
unquestionably there would he less danger 
to the Czar from the arm of the assassin. 
The freedom to express an opinion cer­ 
tainly serves as a relief to a great deal o 
discontent. 


Ok course the Superior Court of San 
Francisco is correct in its holding that the 
rule of Police Courts to refuse Chinese 
bondsmen is illegal. 
No Court can refuse 
a hail bond simply because the ¡sureties 
are of a particular nationality, but the 
J udge of a Court must he satisfied of the 
solvency 
and sufficiency 
of an oflered 
surety, and this will enable the Police 
magistrates of San Francisco to reject 
straw bail and to require of Chinese sure­ 
ties positive proof of their possession of 
tangible property. 
The effect upon the 
criminal element among the Chinese will 
be much the same if the Courts thus in­ 
sist, as if their late rule had lteen valid. 


The story is telegraphed that Viceroy 
L i Hung has said to a newspaper man in 
China, that unless the United States re­ 
peals the Exclusión Act, China will surely 
expel the Americans now in China. 
The 
tale may be taken with much allowance. 
The Government of China is not given to 
the publication of its intentions through 
such channels. 
Nor is it at all likely that 
any such contemptuous and discourteous 
expression would be made by a Chinese of­ 
ficial, until after all negotiation had ceased 
for the accomplishment of a particulaP 
end. 
But if there is truth in the story, there 
is no reason to take alarm. 
The Ameri­ 
cans in China are few, while the Chinese 
in the United States are numbered by the 
hundreds of thousand. The balance of trade 
l>etween the two countries is largely in 
favor of China. 
It is unthinkable that 
she is prepared to have all her people ex­ 
pelled who are in the United States, as 
they will he, if retaliation becomes the 
game; 
nor is it probable that China is 
ready to sacrifice her interests in American 
trade in so summary a manner. 
But let 
us suppose she is ready to make these 
sacrifices, what then? Shall the United 
States surrender its position upon the Chi­ 
nese question in order to accomodate two or 
three hundred Americans in limited resi­ 
dence in China? 
Certainly not. 
But the 
better reason for believing that China will 
not do what it is said she threatens, is that 
she does not accord Americans in China 
the privileges that are afforded Chinese in 
the United States. 
The former are for­ 
bidden to enter into business that competes 
with any Chinese industry. 
They are re­ 
stricted to a few ports for residence, and 
are forbidden to travel in the Empire ex­ 
cept within very narrow limits. 
The 
Chinese Government is fully aware that if 
rigid reciprocity were enforced, according 
10 its own standard—its subjects in Arner-

RATIONAL GUARD VETERANS. 


Special Service Medals (or Them -Their 
Terms of Service. 
The last Legislature passed a law author­ 
izing special service medals to be struck off 
for members of the National Gnard who 
had served a certain length of time in this 
State, and who m nstbe active members at 
the present time. A bronze medal is to be 
given to all who have served ten years, a 
silver medal for fifteen years, and a gold 
one for twenty years’ service. 
Adjntant-General Orton has issued an 
order in reference to the matter in which 
he states that the medals will ccst about 
$1,500. There was no appropriation made 
for the medals, but he had prepared a de­ 
sign and had made arrangements so that 
all having served ten veais should receive 
the broDze medal, and that those having 
aerved fifteen and twenty years would re­ 
ceive, in addition thereto, silver and gold 
bars, which wonld be attached to the 
bronze medals. This is the best that can 
be done at the present time, and the next 
Legislature will no doubt appropriate suffi­ 
cient funds to carry out the provisions of 
the code, so that the silver and gold medals 
can be made for those who are entitled to 
them. 
The design for the bronze is a very strik­ 
ing and handsome one, and the silver and 
gold bars will show in front with the num­ 
ber of the years of service—ten, fifteen, 
twenty, etc. 
Application will have to be 
made for these, and proof of service fur­ 
nished. Blanks will be furnished for the 
purpose. 
The medals will be numbered and reg­ 
istered, and Louis It. Townsend, corporal 
of Company B, First Infantry, is entitled 
to No. 1, as being the oldest member in the 
National Guard of the State, having served 
thirty-six years up to January 1, 1891, to 
which time the services for all will be 
reckoned. 
in the list of those entitled to medals 
there are 101 altogether, and the following 
members of the Fourth Brigade and First 
Artillery Regiments appear in the list: 
Alex. Gault, Company C, Nevada City, 27 
years; James Hackley, same company. 26 
years; Lieutenant-Colonel E. H. McKee, 
23 years; Major August Heilbron, of the 
Brigade 8taif, 23 years; Jacob 0. Rich, 
Company C, 23 years; Colonel J. W . Guth­ 
rie, 21 years; James C. Deane, Company C. 
20 years; C. Weisenburger. Company C, 20 
years; General T. W. Sheeban, 17 years;

George A. Nihell, Company C, 14 years;

THE SACRAMENTO RIVES. 


M a jo r B e u e r R e p o rts 
C o n c e rn in g th e 
C o n d itio n o f T h a t S tre a m . 
A special dispatch to the R ecord-U nio n 
from Washington last night says: 
The report of the engineer officers in 
charge of the river and harbor improve­ 
ments in California for the fiscal year end­ 
ing Jane 30 1890, has been received at the 
War Department. In regard to the im ­ 
provement of the Sacramento and Feather 
rivers, the report says ; 
8ince commencing this work, in 1874, the 
appropriations made by Congress aggregate 
$465,000. 
Betwepn July 1st and the latter 
part of August, 1889, the snag-boat at work 
between Sacramento and Bnt:e City re­ 
moved 705 snags and 70 overhanging trees. 
The report then, in detail, covers the 
high water of December last and the work 
done toward remedying the damage re­ 
sulting. especially regarding the crevasse 
made just below Sacramento and on the 
Yolo side. James Simpson was given the 
contract for repairing this, and the report 
saya that on Jane 21st the work was com­ 
pleted in a satisfactory manner. 
A survey of portions of the lower river is 
to be made eoon, and an estimate and pro­ 
ject will be submitted. 
It is also recommended that a Board of 
Engineers examine and report on the con­ 
dition of the river, and submit plans for 
improvement on July 1st. 
Mejor Heuerhas $52.794 90 available,¡and 
he recommends an appropriation of $50,000 
for the next fiscal year. Unless otherwise di­ 
rected by Congress, he proposes to use future 
appropriations tor continuing snaeging, 
building wing-dams and scraping the cars. 


IMPROVEMENT OF SAN JOAQUIN RIV ER. 
Since 1887, when the project for improve­ 
ment was adopted to secure and maintain 
a channel 100 feet in width to Stockton and 
a four-foot depth bv 100 foot width to 
Miller's warehouse, $183.750 has been ap­ 
propriated by Congress, of which $180,­ 
330 44 has been expended. 
But little work 
was done the past season, owing to lack of 
funds. 
It is reported that the submerged dam at 
Paradise Cat, built in December. 1888, has 
been washed out by the freshet of the past 
few months, which freshet was the largest 
ever known. If the dam is washed out, it 
will cost $14.000 to replace it. 
It is recommended that a dam be con­ 
structed at Waird’s Slough, near Grayson, 
at a cost of $9,570. 
The report also renews the previous 
recommendations for cut-offs at Twenty- 
one-mile Slough head reach, to cost $25,­ 
000. 
Annual dredging will be required in 
Stockton Slough to enable steamboats to 
reach Stockton. 
The report recommends that the follow­ 
ing amounts be appropriated for next year: 
To maintain a nine-foot channel, bv dredg­ 
ing, to Stockton, $24,000; dams at Paradise, 
Cut and Laird's Slough. $23,750: one cut­ 
off at Head Reach, $65,000; snagging and 
wing dams, $10,000; total, $122,750. 


IMPROVEMENT OF MOKELUMNE RIV ER. 
Since commencing this improvement, in 
1884, $13,000 has been appropriated, of 
which all but $560 30 has been expended. 
Nothing has been done the last year. 
It is recommended that $2,000 be ap­ 
propriated for next year, as it can be 
profitably expended. 
But one steamer 
runs on this river, and it has no trouble to 
carry all freight.

THE MAYOR SAYS THE ONE OUTWEIGHS 
THE OTHER 


W h ich Trustee W o lf D enies—The Saloon 


Ordinance 
Passed—It 
Street 


Plans to be Changed. 


A t the session of the Board of City Trus­ 
tees yesterday a petition was presented 
asking the Board to pass an ordinance pro­ 
hibiting women of ill-fame from occupy­ 
ing houses on Second street, between K 
and L. The petition was signed by Chris­ 
topher Greea, Joseph Hopley, W. F. Knox, 
W . E . K nights & Co., C. McCreary, A. 
Conklin, H. R. Crouch, G. S. W ait, A. P. 
Booth, C. M. Prodger, J. W. Todd and 
about twenty other residents and property- 
owners in the extreme southwestern por­ 
tion of the city. 
W . A. Anderson was present to repre­ 
sent the owners of the property w hich is 
rented to the demi-monde. H e said he 
hoped the Board would take no action u n ­ 
til he could present his side of the case to 
them . H e observed that none of the resi­ 
dents in the block had signed the petition. 
The m atter was laid over for one week. 
A petition was received asking that E 
street, from Sixth to Twentieth, be im ­ 
proved by grading and graveling. Referred 
to the Street Commissioner. 
A comm unication was also received, 
signed by property-owners on N street, 
from Fifteenth to Nineteenth, asking that 
the m anner of improving the street be 
changed, as they claimed it would cost, 
under the proposed plan, nearly as m uch 
again as other streets. The sand on top, 
they claimed, would m ake it very dusty 
and unpleasant, and there would be noth­ 
ing to hold the gravel together. 
The matter was referred to Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin. 
Sheriff George C. McMullen asked the 
Board to contribute $200 toward the ex­ 
pense of m aking an exhibit of Sacramento 
county’s products at the coming State Fair. 
H e said the Superviors had contributed 
$300, and it was necessary to have $500 in 
order to m ake a creditable showing. The 
object was a worthy one. 
Daniel F lint also addressed the Board 
and urged that the appropriation be made. 
The money, he said, would be used to the 
best advantage. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the 
sum of $200 was allowed. 
Fred Adams complained to the Board of 
the m anner in which L street, particularly 
from Fifteenth to Seventeenth, was being 
sprinkled. 
His complaint will receive the 
attention of the Street Commissioner. 
Chief Engineer Judd, of the W ater 
W orks, reported that for the week ending 
July 13th 40 484,000 gallons of water had 
been pum ped; running time of the Holly 
pum p, 89 hours ; Stevens pump, 114 hours. 
A couple of bills were presented by Chief 
of Police Drew for hack hire for him self 
and the police officers in attending the 
funeral of Patrick Leavy. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he thought it 
no more than right that the police should 
pay their own bills when it came to hiring 
hacks to go to private funerals. 
Mayor Comstock thought so, too, and the 
bills were tossed aside. 
F. Ray wanted to know if R. S. Carey, 
who had a franchise for a railway on Fif­ 
teenth street, from H to K (although he 
had no road there), would have to pay his 
share of the expense of grading the street. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he would see Mr. 
Carey. H e thought the latter was willing 
to pay, and after consulting w ith him he 
would notify the property-owners on the 
street. 
A recess was ta k e n till 1:30 p. m . 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A t the afternoon session the Board can­ 
vassed the ballots cast at the late bond elec­ 
tion, and found the official figures to be: 
For the bonds, 2,422; against, 299; total vote 
cast, 2,721. 
A bill for $5 was presented by E. Grubbs 
for removing and burying a dead horse 
from Thirtieth and Y streets, the property 
of a man named Doherty. 
The bill was referred to the City A ttor­ 
ney for collection from the owner of the 
horse. 
Mayor Comstock brought up the m atter 
of the claim of the D. O. Mills Bank for 
$1,045 for moneys advanced last winter to 
repair the Y-street levee. 
Mr. McLaughlin said the debt was con­ 
tracted by Mayor Gregory, and he (Mc­ 
Laughlin) was opposed to tlie city paying 
the money. Judge Beatty was largely 
responsible for the expenditure, and he did 
not know but that the Bonded Debt Com­ 
mission ought to pay it. 
The m inutes of the meeting at which 
the m atter was considered were read, from 
w hich it appeared that the work was or­ 
dered. 
Judge Beatty assured the Board 
that the expense, under what was known 
as "the K nox plan,” would not exceed 
$500. 
No action was taken on this demand, it 
beiug held over for further consideration. 
• Mr. Cummings, who owns the premises 
408 J street, appeared before the Board and 
asked that he be not forced to replace bis 
sidewalk with stone, as it was one of the 
best on the block. 
If those walks on 
either side of his should be replaced with 
stone, he should not object, but otherwise 
he would regard it as unjust to compel him 
to make the change. 
The members of the Board promised to 
exam ine the walk in question. 
Mr. M cLaughlin moved that the Board 
readvertise for bids tor improving N street, 
from Fifteenth to Nineteenth, so as to pro­ 
vide for cobbled gutters and granite cross­ 
ings, in accordance with a request made by 
John Batcher and others. So ordered. 
A resolution was adopted to improve Y 
street, with earth, from the river to N inth 
street. 
Also that Tenth street be graded and 
graveled from N to R. 
Also, that a sewer be laid in the alley 
between F and G, Seventh and Eighth 
stree's, and the alley graded. 
Also, that the alley between H and I. 
Seventh and Eighth streets, be graded and 
graveled and crosswalks constructed. 
Also, that Twelfth street, from F to G, 
be graded and graveled. 
fi. C. Ewing asked an extension of thirty 
days in the time for grading and paving the 
alley between J and K, T hird and Fourth 
streets. So ordered. 
Mayor Comstock introduced an ordinance 
repealing Section 1 of Ordinance 217, passed 
in March, 1887. The ordinance is the one 
providing an additional collector for the 
w ater works office. 
The Mayor said that people could be 
compelled to go to the cffice and pay their 
w ater rates, and that two collectors were 
not necessary. 
The usual discussion ensued on the sub­ 
ject, the Mayor urging that two collectors 
were not necessary, and that the business 
did not warrant it. 
H e made some allusion to politics, when 
Mr. W olf objected. 
H e said the Mayor 
had no right to charge that other members 
of the Board were governed by political 
consideration rather than by the public in ­ 
terest. 
Ex-Collector Baner came in and took a 
hand in the discussion, bolding that the 
clerks of the water works office could not, 
under the present enlarged system of keep­ 
ing accounts, do more than they bavedone. 
The ordinance went over under the rule. 
The oil storage ordinance was again laid 
over fora week. 


NEW SALOON ORDINANCE. 


A S trin g e n t M e a su re P a ss e d by th e B o a rd 
o f C ity T ra s te e s . 
At yesterday 's meeting of the City Trus­ 
tees City Attorney H art read to the Board 
the mucb-talked-of ordinance regulating 
saloons, bar-rooms, dance-halls and other 
places where m alt or spirituous liquors are 
sold, with the am endm ents inserted, as 
suggested by Grove L. Johnson at the meet­ 
ing last week. 
R. G. H art, Jr., and E. M. Leitch spoke 
in favor of the passage of the ordinance, 
and thought it would be a good plan if 
parents could be compelled to keep their 
children from going on errands for them to 
saloons for the purpose of getting beer. 
Trustee McLaughlin thought the word­ 
ing in a certain part of the ordinance ought 
to be changed where it read that the appli­ 
cation for ike establishing of a saloon m ust 
be accompanied by a petition signed by a 
m ajority of the citizens in the block. In 
bis judgm ent the petition ought to be 
signed by the property-owners, and not the 
residents in the block. 
J. J. Bauer said he thought the Street 
Commissioner’s idea was wiong. Jin many 
of the blocks in town most of the property 
was rented, and it would be to the interest's 
of the owner to rent his place to the party 
from whom he got the highest rent. If be 
got a good rent from a saloon-keeper 
h e would naturally want to keep him as a 


tenant. Mr. Bauer said It was the residents 
in the block who were disturbed by disor­ 
derly houses, and not the property-owners, 
who might live in another city. 
Rev. Mr. W illis, of the Ninth-street Bap­ 
tist Church, indorsed the ordinance. He 
thought too many restrictions could not be 
placed aronnd young boys and girls. 
Mr. McLaughlin wanted to know of the 
City Attorney if he thought the ordinance 
cotild be enforced. 
Mr. Hart said he believed it entirely un- 
stitutional. 
Mayor Comstock moved the adoption of 
the ordinance. 
On roll-call the Mayor and Trustee W olf 
voted aye, and Mr. McLaughlin no. 
Rev. Mr. McKelvey said he believed the 
Board would receive the congratulations of 
every family in the city. 


ME. BATES' MEMORY. 


It M a k e s T ro u b le fo r a n A sse sse d P r o p ­ 
e r ty O w n e r. 
W hile the Supervisors were in session as 
a Board of Equalization yesterday after­ 
noon a gentlem an representing the San 
Francisco Savings Union addressed the 
Board in behalf of his petition for a reduc­ 
tion on the Assessor's figures. H e said the 
land all around this tract was under water, 
and this piece would be in the same condi­ 
tion had not the owners pumped the water 
off at a great expense and put it in good 
condition. The land was assessed for $80 
per acre, and he asked that it be reduced 
to $50. 
Supervisor Bates eyed the gentleman 
comically tor several m inutes and then 
asked him if the land was not of pretty 
good quality. 
“Oh, yes,” said the agent, “ there is no 
doubt that it is good land and w orth $80 
an acre, but owing to the great expense in 
pum ping the water off we think the assess­ 
m ent shonld be reduced.” 
“ How much do yon say it’s w orth?” 
asked Mr. Bates. 
“About $80 an acre,” was the reply. 
Mr. Bates scratched his bead and thought 
for a moment. “Say,” said he, suddenly 
jum ping up and dropping his cigar, “ I 
want to ask you if that ain’t the very same 
land that was worth between $300 and $500 
an acre a short tim e ago, when we wanted 
to put a road through it? ” 
The gentleman looked a little discon­ 
certed, but adm itted that it was the same 
identical land. 
"H um ph !” said Mr. Bates, “ then you’ll 
wait a long tim e for me to vote for your 
reduction.” 
The m atter was laid over until W ednes­ 
day. 


THE NEW PITCHER. 


R o sc o e C o u g h lin H ag J o in e d th e C a m p 
o f th e S a c ra m e n to s . 
Roscoe Coughlin, the pitcher over the 
signing of whom there has been consider­ 
able controversy between the Sacramento 
managers and Mr. Finn, of the San F ran­ 
ciscos, arrived here from Chicago yesterday 
morning. H e appears to be in good health, 
and says he is glad to be back on the coast. 
To a R e c o r d U n i o n reporter Coughlin 
said he proposed to pitch for the Sacra­ 
mentos. F inn, the San Francisco m an­ 
ager, had asked for his term s, and he sent 
them . The only obstacle to his signing 
with the San Franciscos was on the point 
of salary. H e wanted $25 more than Finn 
wanted to give, and during the negotiations 
Sacramento stepped in, got his terms and 
wired, accepting them . 
“ That was all 
there was too it,” said Coughlin. “ Finn 
was too late.” 
It is quite probable that the new man 
will twirl here this week. 
H e says he pro­ 
poses to do all in his power to help Sacra­ 
m ento win the pennant.

The troops were 
inspected bv the Fourth Brigade Com­ 
m ander and 
Majors Ryan, Leake and 
Sherburn of his staff. 
The ranks of every one of the companies 
were well filled, and there were very few 
absentees wbo could not be accounted for 
by the Captain. 
The Signal Corps turned 
out with five men in their showy uniform. 
The First A rtillery Band was present, 
with eighteen musicians, and several airs 
were played during the exercises.

BOARD OF SOPERYISORS. 


JOINING HANDS WITH OTHER COUN­ 
TIES AGAINST HYDRAULICKING. 


County H ealth Officers 
Elected—More 


Petitions for Reductions in the 


Assessor’s Figures. 


The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session^-esterday forenoon. The members 
were an present except Mr. Black. 
The entire forenoon session was con­ 
sum ed in exam ining a large batch of claims 
againt the 
County Treasury. 
Nothing 
unusual happened until the dem and of the 
Folsom Telegraph for $177 for printing a 
pound ordinance ten times. Messrs. Greer 
and Bates thought the bill a little too high, 
and resolved to investigate. By comparing 
it with the bills of the city dailies, it was 
fonnd, so the Supervisors declared, that the 
county weekly was charging nearly three 
times as m uch per insertion as the big 
dailies. 
Mr. Bates took the bill and said he would 
cut it down to $70 80. 
Chairman Ross objected to this. H e said 
the proper way to proceed was to hear the 
other side first. H e did not think any Su­ 
pervisor—even a member of the Printing 
Committee—had a right to cut down a bill 
before investigating it. 
Mr. Bates flared up characteristically. 
“Now just you look here,” he said shaking 
the bill at the Chairman, “ I’m going to cut 
this bill down, w hether you like it or not, 
now .” 
Somebody said that Mr. M cFarland, the 
editor of the Folsom paper, was in town, 
and m ight elucidate matters. The bill was 
accordingly laid over, and Mr. M cFarland 
sent for. W hen the gentlem an arrived he 
explained that he had made an error in 
m aking out the bill—that it should call for 
$144 instead of $177. 
The Supervisors accepted the corrected 
bill and aliowed the claim, Mr. Bates vot­ 
ing no. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon 
Supervisor Tebbets 
called the attention of the Board to the pro­ 
posed conference of the counties of Yuba, 
Sutter, Colusa, Yolo aud Sacramento, for 
the purpose of organizing “ to stamp out of 
existence the last rem nant of hydraulic 
mining on the American and Feather 
rivers.” 
H e explained that while the 
counties were proceeding in the m atter in­ 
dividually, it entailed considerable expense 
upon each. 
The proposition now was to 
join hands and each pay an equal share of 
the expeoses, m akiug the burden lighter 
all around. H e believed that Sacramento 
county shonld join in the conference. 
Mr. Bates revived his proposition about 
“getting Uncle Sam to put a few soldiers 
up there.” H e said he didn’t believe in 
spending any more money for detectives 
who were afraid to go into the mines and 
get evidence. “They can find lots of places 
where there has been m ining,” he said, 
“but they ain’t worth a cent at catching 
them at it. If Uncle Sam will just put a 
few soldiers up there—let ’em camp right 
on the ground—some good will be accom­ 
plished. 
They would be worth all the 
lawyers and detectives in the country.” 
Messrs. Tebbets and Greer did not be­ 
lieve that Uncle Sam was going to take any 
hand in the matter. 
Mr. Greer finally 
made a motion that it be declared the 
sense of the Board that it favors the confer­ 
ence scheme, and will meet with the other 
counties at any tim e and place suggested 
for the purpose of completing arrange­ 
ments. 
The motion was adopted. 
It was announced that the terms of office 
of the three county health officers was 
about to expire, and Mr. Greer moved that 
the present incnmbeDts be re-elected. The 
motion was carried. The officers a re: Dr. 
E. F. Bates of Folsom, Dr. J. A. McKee of 
Elk Grove and Dr. Montague of Galt. 
The petition of residents of Victory and 
Pleasanton School Districts for changes of 
the districts’ boundaries was granted. 
The Board then resolved itself into a 
County Board of Equalization and re­ 
ceived the following petitions for reduc­ 
tions of taxation:

M ay o r C o m sto c k W ith d ra w s His O b jec­ 
tio n to th e C oal B ills. 
The hands of the municipal clock were 
nearing the hour of 4 p. m . and business 
was beginning to lag in the Board of Trus­ 
tees’ session yesterday, when Mr. McLaugh­ 
lin said he wanted to know w hat was go­ 
ing to be done about allowing the lone 
Coal Company’s bills. 
Mr. Wolf rem arked that the May bill 
had been allowed at the morning session. 
Mr. McLaughlin examined the bill and 
found that it had been allowed for $1,200— 
the full demand. 
It will be remembered that whenever 
these bills had come up for action they 
were opposed by the Mayor, who refused 
to sign any warrants for their paym ent u n ­ 
less a reduction was made in each m onth’s 
bill proportionate to the $900 rebate which 
he claimed the agent of the company had 
offered him on the year’s contract. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he was satisfied 
with w hat had been done, but he had been 
placed by the Mayor in a false light in the 
matter, and wanted the roll called on the 
hilt so that each mem ber of the Board 
would be placed on record. 
Mayor Comstock made an explanation 
as to how he had been induced to abandon 
his position in regard to the m anner in 
in which the m onthly bills should be al­ 
lowed. 
The inference to be drawn from his re­ 
m arks was that he had concluded to wait 
until the end of the year for the payment 
of the proposed rebate, rather than insist 
upon its paym ent in m onthly instalments. 
In concluding his rem arks, the Mayor 
said he was always willing to learn. Some 
differences had arisen in the Board, but he 
hoped that all would go more sm oothly 
hereafter. H e wanted to treat his fellow- 
Trustees right, and did not want to be in ­ 
sulted. 
Both Trustees McLaughlin and W olf dis­ 
claimed any intention or desire to show 
any discourtesy to the President of the 
Board. 
After some farther rem arks by the Mayor 
the m atter was dropped, and Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin forgot to insist upon having the 
roll called on the coal bill, which the 
Mayor had allowed to pass at the morning 
session without ioteroosiug his usual ob­ 
jection.

He 
said that Mr. Redding had acted in any­ 
thing but a square m anner with the city, 
and evidently hadn’t the face to appear 
before the Trustees and give an explana­ 
tion of his action in conuectiou with the 
operation of the company under its fran­ 
chise. '

Com m ittee selected by said Convention to call 
prim ary elections in future by election pre­ 
cincts, according to an apportionm ent therein 
set forth; and whereas, after said resolution had 
been so unanim ously adopted, a County Com­ 
m ittee of thirteen was elected by said Conven­ 
tion of m em bers of the said Convention, each of 
whom had voted for said resolution, and nine 
of w hom were residents of Saciam ento City, 
and had actively participated in said prim ary 
election, w herein they claim ed to be honest in 
th eir devotion to good governm ent in the partv 
aud in th eir 
opposition to boss rule; and 
whereas, the County Com m ittee so selected has 
recently, by a vote of eight to five, called a 
prim ary election for this year, in direct antgo- 
nism to said resolution of instruction, w ithout 
any reason therelor or explanation thereof 
being by any one of them assigned (for none 
exists, as they w ell knew); therefore, be it 
Resolved— First, th at we most strongly con­ 
dem n the action of the m ajority of said com ­ 
m ittee as illegal, unwise and im proper; as a 
w illful violation of the plain instructions of the 
body th at created them ; as a direct attem pt to 
rebuild boss rule in Sacram ento county Repub­ 
lican politics, aud as an entering wedge for 
future usurpations of power by like unscrupu­ 
lous County Committees at the dictation of cor­ 
rupt bosses. 
Second—T hat we especially denounce the 
four m em bers of said County Com m ittee who 
reside in Sacram ento City and aided in disre­ 
garding the party law as recreant to th eir 
pledges, because they were the most active in 
securing the passage of the very resolution they 
have so flagrantly violated.

E FFE C T S O F T H E CYCLONE. 


The Loss of Life by the Flaking Steamer 
l e t Unknown. 


L a k e 
C i t y (M ich.), Ju ly 1 4 th .—Sur­ 
rounded by beautiful bluffs and farming 
lauds Lake Pepin's unrullied surface gave 
to-day little evidence of the fierce struggle 
* 
' 
‘ 'sauna 
fury of tbe storm that raged off this city 
last night. W ith scarcely a note of warn­ 
ing, there burst upon this region one of the 
severest storms know n in its history, and a 
lose of life probably greater than any other 
single calamity that ever visited any part 
of the Northwest. Sixty-eight bodies had 
been recovered and identified when search 
was discontinued at daik to-night. 
The excursion steamer Sea W ing, of Dia­ 
m ond Bluff, had carried a party of two 
hundred or m ore excursionists from Red 
W ing to the camp of the First Regiment of 
the M innesota National Guard, just below 
tbe city. W hen the day was coming to a 
close Captain W eihrien prepared to return 
the boat load to tbeir homes. 
Many 
am ong 
them 
feared 
the 
approach' 
ing atorra, 
and 
asked 
that 
he post­ 
pone departure until after the storm 
Dlew 
over. 
T hinking 
the 
storm 
would not prove serious, he would not con­ 
sent, but at about 8 o'clock started off up 
the lake towards Red W ing, nearly 200 
passengers being on board. The wind was 
blowing a gale. 
A point of land rnns out from the Min­ 
nesota shore, just above this place, across 
from which is a point known as Maiden 
Rock. To pass around this point it was 
necessary for the steamer to turn slightly 
towards the Wisconsin shore, and im m e­ 
diately the hurricane seized hold of the 
already struggling and cracking vessel and 
twisted her out of the control of her en­ 
gines and crew. An attem pt to beach her 
failed, and over she went, with her great 
load of passengers. The barge Jim Grant, 
which was in tow, and on which about 
one quarter 
of 
the 
excursionists had 
crowded, was also seized, her awning be­ 
ing crushed in and her passengers thrown 
into the water. 
This happened just below the point, and 
as the helpless hulks drifted before the gale, 
the steamer righted herself for a moment, 
but in another m om ent keeled over. 
The 
barge broke loose and drifted down oppo­ 
site the town, and those still on board, 
about twenty in number, were rescued. 
The steamer drifted in back of the point 
and sank. 
Many were saved, however, and the 
heroism of a num ber of rescuers cannot be 
too highly praised. Corporal B. L. Perry 
compelled the spectators to assist him , and 
saved the lives of eighteen of those who 
were still clinging to the wreck. Others 
there were like him , and over sixty were 
rescued from what seemed certain death. 
Sm all boats cruised around for several 
hours, and picked up some three score of 
the still living unfortunates. 


HEROIC VOLUNTEERS. 
As soon as word reached tbe m ilitia 
cam p volunteers were called for, and every 
one volunteered. 
Adjutant-GeDeral Mul­ 
len immediately took charge of the regi­ 
m ent and the work was begun and carried 
on. 
Body after body of men, women and 
children, in some cases whole families, 
were taken from the water, some alive, 
others unconscious but not dead, and yet 
others from which the breath of life had 
forever fled. 
The sad experiences were m any. Pa­ 
rents who had children missing, and other 
people looking for friends and relatives, 
ran up and down tbe beach all uight and 
to-day inqniring if any more bodies had 
been recovered, and for the names of the 
identified dead. The anguish of the many 
«rents whose children had been ruth- 
essly torn from them by the awful calam­ 
ity cannot be portrayed. 
,V 
■ 
A t 2 o’clock this m orning fifty bodies 
had been recovered, identified ánd sent to 
Red W ing. By daylight eight more hqd 
taken the same m ourm nl journey, and at 
3 o'clock this afternoon sevea others were 
added to the gruesome number. 
Captain W itheren. proprietor and com ­ 
m ander of tbe Sea Wing, has beén severely 
blam ed by citizens and others for what 
they allege to have been crim inal negli­ 
gence on his part in pulling out into the 
lake with such a crowd when the sky 
looked so threatening. The captain, his 
wife and two of his three children lost their 
lives under the waves, and that fact, to­ 
gether with the losa of his vessel and the 
t 
reat loss of life, unnerved him go that he 
ept pretty much out of sight during the 
day, and those who did see him got but 
imperfect statem ents from him . 
THE DEAD.

Few of the bodies bad any bruises or 
other m arks of injury upon them . The 
fact that the m ilitia were >n easy call u n ­ 
doubtedly resulted in the saving of many 
lives, and the work of the citizen soldiers, 
their excellent organization and the good 
m anagem ent of General Mullen and sur­ 
geons Fitzgerald, Clark and Katn, were 
notable and commendable. 
DRAGGING THE LAKE. 
D unng the m orning a systematic patrol 
of the water, over which the boats drifted 
when first struck by tbe gale, was kept up 
by tbe citizens of Lake City. After tbe 
last bodies bad been taken from the hulls 
General Mullen pressed into service all the 
row boats within reach, and with the sol­ 
diers began this afternoon a thorough drag­ 
ging of the lake along the scene of the dis­ 
aster. 
No bodies were found up to dark, 
when the search was abandoned. Dyna­ 
m ite will be used in the morning. 


6AVED BY LIFE-FRESERVER8. 
There were a good m any who made use 
oi life-preservers, but probably none bad 
as good service as had Robert Ad.ims. the 
17-year-old son of Mr. Adams of Lake 
City, and another boy. They secured three 
life-preservers, and were in the water for 
eix hours before being rescued. Young 
Adams could swim, but his companion 
could not. They had the good se^ae to 
float quietly and not attem pt to tight 
against the waves. 
During the six hours 
tnev were bulleted by the billows and 
blown bitber and thither by the gale. 
They drifted about a mile down past the 
town, and then a change in the wind 
carried them up river to Frontenac, seven 
miles from here, where they were rescued 
by Dr. Kain and party, aud to-day are 
nearly as well as ever. " 


TREES TORE AND TWISTED. 
M ik s r a p o l is. July 14th.—At an early 
hour this morning a special train bore a 
correspondent of the Associated Press from 
St. Paul to the scene of the terrible cyclone. 
No sign of tbe terrible havoc was visible 
until the top of the bill overlooking the 
little valley was reached, where, on tbe 
side of the hill, was seeD a house belonging 
to Mr. Harris, with the roof blown off and 
part of the aouth side blown away. Out 
buildings were scattered around in a most 
demoralizing condition. No one was hurt 
at this point. Quarter of a mile north the 
whole scene ol destruction lay spread be­ 
fore the eye along the shore. At the point 
where the storm turned and crossed the 
lake were the houses of Schurm eier and 
Good and a house in which each had en 
interest. All these were u 't-rly demolished. 
A li the trees in tbe neighborhood were 
torn, twisted and stripped of bark and 
limbs, and from tbe mangled trunks of 
piany hung articles of clothing or bedding. 
In the lake are the bodies of four bortej 


floating am id heaps of boards and house 
timbers. H ere probably will be found the 
bodies of tbe missing, as they coaid not be 
foand in tbe stacked-up boards and furni­ 
ture on land. A san illustration of tbeforce 
of the wind, an iron pum p and twenty-five 
feet of iron pipe were tom from the well in 
front of the Good residence, twisted, bent 
alm ost doable and deposited fifty yards 
from the well. On the edgo of the wa'ter is 
a pile of boards covered with tu rf lifted 
from a swamp 200 feet away. Strewn 
all about are pieces of furniture, books and 
stoves. The wells and cellars are filled 
to the top w ith building debris, and in 
Schnrm eier's cellar lie the .m angled re­ 
m ains of a horse. The ground about these 
houses has the appearance, from a distance, 
of having been gone over w ith a plow, 
w hile from this point on to Gutzke’s, trees 
are blown down in vast num bers aud crops 
are demolished. 
AT LAKE GEBVAISE. 
A t Lake Gervaise the dead and missing 
are: 
Peter Meisen, George J. Miller, Rev. 
Dr. Phaefle, of B runnen, Tex.; Mrs. J. H, 
8churm eier, Charlie Schurmeier. 
The sights about Lake Gervaise are awful. 
The sites of Good and Schurm eier cottages 
were m arked only by their foundations, 
while the ground for a radius of an acre or 
m oréis strewn w ith debris of all kinds. 
Near the cellar of Schnrm eier the bouse 
lies a drive well w ith twenty feet of cast 
iron pipe, which was literal iv tom from 
tbe ground, while in the shores of the 
lake, fully 100 feet away, is a piano which 
formerly stood in the parlor of the cottage. 
Huge trees, some of them three and a half 
feet in diameter, have been broken off close 
to the ground and are scattered about in 
all directions, articles of wearing apparel 
are to be seen sticking in trees and bushes 
half a m ile away. 
In the swamp near the lake shore are 
numbers of splinters and boards, sticking 
bolt upright like a field of corn. All along 
the road from Gervaise to Vadnais houses 
have been more or less damaged. Some 
have half the shingles tom off the roofs, 
others chim neys blown down, and others 
whole sections of the buildings carried 
away. Nearly all the houses and hotels in 
the vicinity have been turned into tempo­ 
rary hospitals. 
At Paul Mellette’s residence, at Little 
Canada, are Moses Melacon, his wife and 
three children, all of whom are seriously 
injured. 
At K ohlm ann’8 H otel are M innie Miess 
and Joseph Bernard. Miss Miess is suffer­ 
ing intensely from a wound in her chest 
made by an iron spike, which was driven 
alm ost through her body, and her recovery 
is impossible. 
’ 
A camping party was on the southeast 
shore of Lake Gervaise. They ran from 
their tent and sought the shelter of the 
overhanging bank just in tim e to save their 
lives. Their tent and all its contents were 
swept into the lake. 
The num ber of persons injured at all the 
different points is large, and the list is being 
made up slowly. 
J. 8. Shurm eier has recovered sufficiently 
to be able to relate what he knows con­ 
cerning the storm. They had noticed tbe 
storm brewing, an4 as it came upon them 
he had risen to close a window which the 
storm had blown open. The next thiDg 
he knew he was twirled about in the air at 
a rapid rate. On com ine to his senses he 
found him self near the edge of tbe lake. 
Making his way up from tbe lake he came 
across the rem ains of his son-in-law, G. J. 
Miller, and afterward those cf Pete, his 
coachman. 
H e does not kDOw anything 
of those in the cottage with him after he 
had risen to close the window. 
The storm struck the French settlem ent 
half a m ile north of Little Canada, com­ 
pletely demolishing 
five 
houses and 
slightly injuring the occupants. 
A t Frank Gutzke’s place, on the south­ 
east shore of Lake Gervaise, beside him self 
and family of four, there were about 
twenty visitors who had sought shelter. 
Tbe cyclone struck the house and lifted it 
bodily from the foundation, but fortunately 
not one of the inm ates were injured. 
The storm really commenced between 
Snail and Turtle Lakes, and passed over 
them, striking the northern part of Little 
Canada; thence on to the Schurmeier and 
Good cottages, across Lake Gervaise to 
Gutzke’s place; thence in a northeasterly 
direction to farmer W illiam Brown’s place, 
where it lifted and disappeared. Its track 
was about forty-five miles long and from a 
quarter tu one-half mile in width. 
The bodies of Mrs. Schurm eier and her 
son Charles and Rev. Mr. Pbaekple have 
not been recovered op to a late hour to­ 
night. 
It is alm ost certain they are at the 
bottom of the lake.
